RECIPROCAL RBIiATIONS. 



'J'he fact of si'voral ol our prominanl cili- 
2CD8 being about to take their (ioparlurit 
siraultnnooualy for Englaud Ims subjeolcd 
tbem to a uoploiis supply of tuggeathne in 
rafetence to (be bsneficial ioflaence ibey bm' 
expected to wiMd on tho oondilion and des- 
tiny of Viincouvcr lalaiid. Without attach- 
ing uny iiiulim iinporlniico to the ooininorH 
pUico event ol poraoiia leaving the shores ol 
Vancouver Ulaml lor tliono of KoRlaud, and 
wilboul anticipating any very audden or 
marked inlerrerence of Iba fingliah GoTeiii- 
ineot in oar bebsif, ne feel norertbalcss con- 
vinoed that ooo great lubjcct Id whioli both 
coloniet arc vitally interested luigbt receive, 
by propel' reprejontiitiou, a favotablo alton- 
uha from Ibo Imperial aiilhoritios. Kvery 
day shows uj more and uioro clearly t1ic nbr 
solute aeoeasity for some Icind of tcoiproi^al 
rolatioDS with our American neighbors. Ai 
ono time a new eeam ol coal la disooveredi 
and at another a cud-fia'ning ground ia 
added to our nuliiral resources, but 
enterprise li.igH, ami insloiul of liaving 
tboujands ol persons engaged in devol- 
opiog these respective souroes of wealth, 
wfaioh would be the case had we only Reci- 
procity, they are in loo many instancea left 
almost uadislurbed. The combined repre- 
sentations at the Colonial oQicc, nt the 
gentloinen who are about to leave tbo colony, 
may serve ua iu good atetd in tbia impottant 
matter. No lime could be more opportune 
for pressing the subjcot on the Imporial an 
thorities ; for in the course of a very lew 
months the Keciprocily Treaty will be again 
under discussion in the BuiloJ Stales, in 
Canada, and in Great Britain. At llio pres- 
ent moment Indeed, the qusslioa may be 
undergoing debate in that CoDvantion of del- 
egates from the Ohambsre of Commeree in 
the varioua oilios on both sides of the boan« 
dary line, which was to have assembled at 
Detroit on the llth ol July. Ono of the 
delegates (Mr. Taylor, from Minnesotr.) was 
a Commissioner appointed by the United 
Stales Uovernment soma time ago, 
to report on the working of tba Reciprocity 
Treaty. In that report ba urged the sootiu- 
uance of the treaty and its axtension terri- 
torially to the I'acific co.isl. Mr. Tnyloi's 
views have not smce been changed. Only 
recently, in alluding to I ho Cuufcderaliou 
scheme, ha said : " With the organization of 
a single Uovernment from Newfoundland to 
Yanoouver — as a piosperoai, progressive 
British community— an impcrfeot reciprocity 
may ripen inlo a Zollverein or a complete 
customs union, with a declaration of | 
manent neutrality on our .%'orlliorn fronlier, 
wlialevcr rn.iy be tho relations between the 
United S'ates and England." It will, Ihere^ 
fore be seen that ereo before the Qovernmcnt 
o( Vaocouver Island took any steps — if, in- 
deed, they have yet taken steps — about the 
extension of tbo treaty to the I'acific colonie.?, 
the (]ue.stion was mooted by the United 
Stales Coinini.ssioner. I'liis circumstance 
makes tho matter only tho more easily dealt 
with, fur it shows that riur iateresU, before 
we attempted to look at tbem in a broad and 
oomprebeDsiva light ontaelTca, bad in this 
matter received the United States Uovern- 
ment's attention. It ia true there are ene- 
mies to llie conlinuanci! of Iho treaty 
and wo may e.vpi'cl some fierco oppoaition 
the ensuing seaiion in Congress on the rgues- 
tion. With all the aotagonism bonover 
evinced by a ocrtain class of jbutDals as well 
as statesmen in the Eastern States wo had 
no idea that Iho prejudice would have e.x- 
tended lo the shores of the American territory 
on the I'acilie ; lor our neighbors, iilthou;;h 
not 30 deeply intotuiitod in the reciprocity of 
commercial relations aa we are, would never- 
thelesa reap man; benefits from the change. 
In recent nnmbcr of the Oregonian, how- 
ever, wo learn that we ate not to have reci- 
proeily unlil we make ourselvo.s u oomponenl 
part of the great Kepublio. This id Iho idea 
proinulgatfld by many journal.^ ou the East- 
ern side, and i.s used us a levor to force the 
Canadian; iniu a lervid firy for annesation. 
Tho Uregoninii saya, " It is not a reasonable 
supposition that our UoverDmeot will remove 
trade restristions so as lo give the British 
rroviiicei the benefit ol I'lu .same system ol 
e.tohan;iu llji'.t uiir own Sl.-ili;3 enjoy. Nol 
uiilil llioifl col(jn,es ure incoiponited into our 
polilicul .syslum — if llii.'i nieu.suro is ever ac- 
complished — will thoy become as prosperous 
as these States now are. The British Pro- 
vinces are capable of becoming groat and 
populous States ; but while llicy aro under 
the necessity of boinf; treated as foreign 
countries by ihoso with whom thoy ehould 
enjoy tlio inonl jnlimute intercourse, lliey 
cannot expect to make satisfaclory progress 
io the way of greutncss." 

Fortunatsly tho American people on the 
Eastern side of tho Rooky Mountains are 
just as much intere.-ited in llio continuance ol 
tho treaty as are the people of Uauada, and 
wo have no doubt when the mailer comes up 
before Congress in tba cnsuiug seeaion that 
the opposers of the measure will be few and 
powerless. Under any circumatanooi, lot 
our mercantile men who arc about lo visit 
England Use their utmost ondoavors to induce 
tho Homo anlhorilicB lo inoludo these colonies 
in wliatevcr atruiij;crnent in lliu now order of 
things may be entered into between the two 
coDtratting powera..

To THE Editor Of THE Biiirisii Colonist, 
HlR,— Loaviot: Victor.i at 1:30 yi slerday, wo 
had a pleasant run dovu Ihu Straits and up 
to tl;e inoulh of liear river, oil which wo 
anchort-d at 10 o'clock lliia morning. 

During tha " sma' hours " an incidfj,-it oo- 
curred which occasioned a slight alarm ot 
first, bnt afterwards tiirnid lo inurriineut. As 
there were about 118 white passongerrf, Iih- 
sides lodisns, alllhtj cabn bertha iiiid the 
flour were elosely packed, ind jusi as all were 
in the full eojoyment of tleir second anooso, 
an arm ohair, which bad betn laid od top of 
tlio table to make room, wai thrown olT by 
the motion ot the boat, and alighted rather 
heavily on Ihe nasal appendage of ono of llie 
sleepers, to his iunnito disgusi and astonisli- 
nuMit. The sturliud ilovotie of Miirplioua 
gave a loud yull, wtiii'li awuki some dnzeii 
other:!, who instantly -liuuted " fiie 1" 'I'lii? 
iiislaiilly arouaeil the rest, nod i riHli In l.'iB 
doors wuf the coiijetpienei'. VnU l;'.:nib!c 
corrnspnrnlcnl, half iiiloi'p, starl'il bii:i up- 
righl udd shouted, "Quiet, boys, ^aiii ! it 
is only a man iiiuibleJ out of hu oitMi !" 
This cooled them a little ; and us som as tlie 
real causo was discovared, all joijed in a 
hearty laugh at tlio e.\pL'nao ol tlie aluiriiHi. 

The entrance to Clayoquot Sound isn-.ni.ly 
distinguished by threo stuali luouniaiiii whii;h 
stand out from tha Ringe quite isolaiei. I'he 
two southern ones are left on the rigli hand 
in entering; the northern most on the left. 
From the ontranco, which wo pA«snd at G;4;i, 
a. m., to Bear river is about 15 miles the 
Sound narrowing from three miles touiehalf 
a mile, and termiuailug in a circular ha:>iii 
three-quarters ol a mile in diamater, and \\- 
most completely shut in by mountains. Ihe 
Sound is full of islands, and numerous iiila s 
were) noticeable as we passed. 

The shores and island aro rocliy ami pre- 
oipitoud, and ara woodud to tho water's edge 
Tlio scenery is grand and picture-cpn', but as 
it resembiua tho ca.st c a-^t of the island, 
which is woll known, I net.l nut ih_'<crlbo it. 

'i'he passengers have all been landed at 
un old Indian runuherio at the inouili ni the 
river, and the Iraight is nuw bt-iiig taken 
ashore. 

It in psrhaps a matter of regrot tliat Mr. 
McCausland had no orders to pilot the mine 
era up to the diggings. His business takes 
him up the coast, and ol ^course he does not 
feel justified io ascending thu river with (he 
miners without orders. The general feeling 
is that be or some other competent guide 
should have been sent through with the first 
party. It is hardly right that a body of men 
should have been left Just wben the real diffi- 
culty begins, not ono of whom knows the 
least thing about thu country, when the cost 
ol aeniliiig a guide wonid bo so smal!, and 
whsre Indian guides are noi uvuiluljle, 

There are no Indians here ye;, bui ,-evuriil 
canoes were passed at tliu entrance li the 
Sound, and ore expected fffcro in llio uitur- 
Qoon. 

It is not likely a start will ha made up 
river until to-oiurrow morning. 

TtiB utmost pluasantueas and good leeling 
existed amongst tlio pussengers, and all are 
delighted with the urbane and obliging man 
ner in which they wore treated by Captain 
.Swanaon and his first ofRcer. 

Next time I hope to give you some news 
from the diggings.
